But that eichth inning came, and what
a disastrons clange it bronght with it
Those terrors from the loeality of beans,
beauty and intelleet let loose, and before a
fellow eould take his ant off ther had taken
the lead, and the day was their What a
surprise i1 was!

The sttendance did not reach 1,000 because
of the weather. A more miserable day for
bastball couldn’t well be. Rain fell at in-
vervals, sl a shivering wind swept seross
the park as eold and eheerless as the eranks
who left the gronnds after the Bostons had
thu mlu:(i out a victory.

To be sure the majority of people had fully
expeeted the champions to win betore the
comtest started, but when it had commenced
and had procecded so far as to  make every-
body believe that the home team could not
lose, the upexpected result just sbout para-
Ivzed everybody. And vietory wasso verr,
very pear to the home players  Just think
of it. Two men were out in that terrible
inning, and no less than five hits were
banged out and a base on balls donated.
This piece of business just managed to score
the Bostons four awfully big runs, they
looked as big ax pyramids, and that was just
sufficzent to win.

Got Foough and Stopped.

AZRA 13 THE WINNER.

The Bashford Manor Colt Captures the
Kentucky Derby in Great Style.

HEAVY BETTING ON THE RESULT.

A New Race Track to Be Built by Home-
glead Tatrons of llorse Racing.

GENERAL SPORTING NEWS OF THE DAY

LovisviLLE, Kv., May 11.—In spite of
cold and threatening weather there were
12,000 people at the Derby Day opening of
Churchill Downs spring meeting. The
track was fair, but not fast, and the sport
was excellent. There were 30 bookmakers
on the gronnd, and the crowd was decidedly
one of the betting kind and money poured
in on every race. _Although Ed Carrigan
was conceded by many to have the Derby at
hiz mercy, he recelved another Kentucky
surprise, for the mighty Huron went down
before the Bashford Manor colt Agzrs, al-
thongh only by a nose, inthe best finish
seen here since the memorable Proctor
Knott-Spokane race.

The time was remarksbly good consider-
ing the condition of the track, and shows
the colt Azra to be one of the greatest in
the country. Clayton's riaing of the colt
was superb and was not looked for by the
Corrigan contingent. The first race was
won by Se 's entry, Bettina, the favor-
ite of the talent, while the second race went
to the even money lavorite, Court Love,

Was a Very Pretty Rac-,

A pretiier race than the eighteenth Ken-
tucky Derhy was never run on the Churchill
Downs track, though there were but three
horses in it. It was excititing and doubtful
from the first few jumpa Money poured
in on the Corrigan entry and the home
glnngers revelled Azra at odds of 9 to § and
2tol. They were sent away at first start
perfectly aligned.  Bretton rushed the
mighty Huron ahead with 8!l confidence;
Azra was second, lapped by Phil Dwyer.

It seemed Lo be the intention of M Cor-
rigan to let Huron make the running with
a pace too hot ior Azrs, and to win the race
with Phil Dwyer when  Huron had run
Azra out. The pace was hot enough under
ordinary circumstances for such intentions,
and the pro;;mmme was carried out until
the head of the stretch.  The long colt hung
on however, and gave no evidence of weak-
ening. In fact, it was very evident that of
the two, Corrigan’s horse was the more
tired. Overton attempted to cet Phil
Dwyer in the lead, but the Longfellow colt
was done for, and it was seen that the battle
was to be between the leaders. Fartherand
tather away from Azra did Huron and Brit-
ton get until five lengths separated them.
As they passed the siand Clayton had eased
up on Azta slightly. Azra answered the
call nobly, and as he went mhead, DBritton
shot Huron shead, keeping thesdistance the
same between him and Azra. There was
not & foot difference in this distance until
they were within 200 yards of the wire, when
Azra was three lenFt behind Huron. Then
it was that little Clayton straightened him-
self and called on the long eandid.

A Very Game Rosponse,

To everybody his response was percepti-
ble, slowly on Corrigan’s pride did the colt
gain, getting ahead at every stride. Neck
and neck they raced as the crowd yelled it-
self hoarse. Both horses were doing their
level best, and it was simply a case of the
best jockey. Justas they got under the
wire the nose of Azra was lilted in rront
and the Derby was over. Phil Dwyer was
a length behind and in the finish was com-
ing very fast. The value of the Derby to
the winner was $4,230.

Gambling, he
admitted, is a great evil, and even the sem-
blance of it must be avoided; but gambling
could be introduced by the evil-minded into
any form of pleasire or amusement and in-
struction, and it is not right to probibit the
pure from entering into thess amusements
becanse they had been turned to bad ac-
count,
